SAN FRANCISCO, June 24.—Gover- 


nor Cox and Senator Hitchock. 


This was the 
ticket tentatively 


agreed upon at early conferences of 
the Cox boomers and adherents oJ 
Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska. While Hitchcock's name as a 
presidential candidate would be pre- 
sented to the Democratic convention, 
the senator was willing to accept sec- 
ond place if a man favored were nomi- 
nated for president. Earl B. Gaddis, of 
Omaha, the senator's secretary, said. 


Hitchcock is not coming to the con- 


vention, Gaddis announced. 
Beyond 


this Gaddis would not, permit himself 
to be quoted, but others of Hitchcock's 
friends allowed it to become known 
that, despite the senator's absence, his 
feud with William Jennings Bryan 
would be carried to the convention 
floor. 


Hitchock favors a "liberalization" on 


the Volstead act. He also stands for 
a ratification of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the league of nations cove- 
nant without "nullifying'' reservation. 
In that respect, his friends pointed 
out, he is in complete accord with 
Governor Cox. 


Their pact with the Cox men that 


Hitchock should become a candidate 
for vice-president instead of president, 
it was said, was made on the. sole 
condition that the senator should not 
be named as the head of the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 


Hitchock and his friends would sup- 


port Cox if the early balloting pave 
the Ohio governor the lead. They re- 
garded Cox's record as governor of 
Ohio 
as , one the Democratic party 


could indorse and the American peo- 
ple would approve . 


The coalition between the Cox and 


Hitchcock forces could be regarded as 
another move to block Bryan's avowed 
..determination to carry the "wet" and

tee, it was explained. 


Bryan will be chosen

The sheriff said Riley told him the rea- 
son he did it was because of the treatment Dave and Dave's 
relatives had given him; that they had been harassing him for 
years. Sheriff Cullison said Riley told him he had started a fire 
with boxes and kindling, saturated with coal oil, in order to burn 
Dave up after he had shot him.

Save Early Maturing 


Cockerels For Mating 


Even, though prices may be good, 


.poultrymen are cautioned by special- 
ists at the 
Onio Scate University 


against selling their largest and best 
looking cockerels as broilers. These, 
it is said, should be saved for breed- 
ing stock and should be picked out 
now rather than making a selection in 
the fall. 
. Trapnesting experiments show that, 
when hatched at the same time and 
raised under the same conditions, the 
early maturing cokerel is the son of 
the high production hen and 
his 


daughters make high producing hens, 
whereas late maturing cockerels are 
the sons of the poor layers and their 
offspring are likewise noor layers 


It is a good practice, however, to 


sell other cockerels as soon as they 
reach 1*4 to 2 pounds, first, because 
they have reached the maximum of 
economic gams; and, second, because 
the price per pound for that size early 
in the year is so much higher than in 
the fall, when the market is glutted.
